Mayor McCattey and family, councillor 
McDougall and family, Miss Richardson 
and Miss McKinlay, and Mrs. Secord, 
left on Monday on a camping trip to the 
cranberry patch on the Athabasca Landing 
trail, to remain several days. 

Rev. ALex. Smiru, Presbyterian minister 
of Rushville, Neb., arrived on Monday and 
has gone into the Beaver Lake district with 
a view to settling there. Should he like 
the district he wiii eventually stay there 
when most of his congregation at Rushville 
will follow him. 

A vakiety of loon, shoot by Frank Hard- 
isty at a lake near the Hardisty ranch is 
said to be entirely different to any loon 
shot in this vicinity heretofore.

REDISTRIBUTION. 

By the redistribution bill passed at 
the Jate session of the Northwest legis- 
lative assembly the number of con- 
stituencies has been increased from 26 
to 29. Two of the new districts are in 
Alberta and one in Eastern Assiniboia. 
In Eastern Assiniboia the new district 
is called Yorkton and is chiefly the 
western part of the former district cfy 
Wallace, with additions from the ad-| 
joining constituencies. In* Alberta a | 
new district is created south of the city 
of Calgary and called High river. What 
remains of the former Calgary district 
which elected two members } jointly is 
divided along the centre of the city in- | 
to East and West Calgary which will | 
elect members separately.

NO PLEBISCITE. 

Regina Standard: The idea that a plebis- 
cite would be taken in connection with the 
Territorial election seems to have gone 
abroad. In fact the remarks of members 
of the Assembly on the amendment proposed 
by Mr. Mowat to Mr. Oliver's motion for 
paohibition show clearly that even they 
misunderstood that carefully worded 
amendment. The very words of it are 
these :— 

“That all the words after ‘That’ to the end 
of the motion be strack out and the follow- 
ing substituted in lieu thereof ; 

‘‘Whereas this House has no information 
from which the views of the country in re- 
gard to the traffic in intoxicating liquors can 
be ascertained ; 

‘‘And whereas such views could only be 
ascertained by a plebiscite taken for that 
special purpose ; 

‘Therefore be it resolved that in the opin- 
ion of this House it is not desirable that any 
legislation should be passed for the suppres- 
sion of the traffic in intoxicating liquors 
pending the expression of the views of the 
country on this subject.” 

The careful reader will observe that 
while a plebiscite is mentioned in the pream- 
ble to this resolution, the taking of such 
plebiscite is not made obligatory upon the 
North West Executive. The substance of 
it is that no change shall be made until the 
public express an opinion on the matter. 
Now, public opinion may expressed in various 
ways—by public meetings, by petition, by 
the press. The amendment of Mr. Mowat 
was therefore simply a cunningly devised 
means of evading the resolution of Mr. Oliver 
in advocacy of straight prohibitiou, and 
nothing more.

AID TO AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES. 


-rovision was made at the late session of 
the Northwest Assembly for aid to agricul- 
tural societies from the Northwest treasury. 
A sum of $4,000 has been voted to be dis- 
tributed amongst the agricultural societies 
of the Northwest on certain terms and con- 
ditions. Each society desiring to share in 
the grant must send to Regina on or before 
October 20th a statement showing the cash 
receipts of the society in mem ers’ fees. 
Each society so doing is entitled to receive 
from the Northwest government an amount 
equal to the fees paid by members at $1.00 
each. If the money voted by the Assembly 
is not sufficient to pay all the demands made 
on this basis, the grant will be divided pro- 
portionately amongst the several societies 
making application. A society must have 
at least fifty paid up members and have 
held or contributed to an exhibition during 
the year for which the grants are made.
